Mr. Knight 
and his family were Uuiversalists, 


and 
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but were willing to reason with me 
upon my religious views, and were, as 
usual, friendly and hospitable. We 
held several meetings in the neighbor- 
hoad. Our meetings were well at- 
tended, and many an to pray fer- 
vently to Almighty God, that he would 
give them wisdom to understand the 
truth. Amongst those who attended 
our meetings regularly was Newel 
Knight, son to Joseph Knight. He 
and I had many serious conversations 
on the important subject of man’s 
eternal salvation ; we had got into the 
habit of praying much at our meet- . 
ings, and Newel had said that he would 
try and take up his cross, and pray 
| vocally during meeting; but when we 
again met together, he rather excused 
himself. I tried to prevail upon him, 
making use of the figure, supposing 
that he should get into a mud-hole, 
would he not try to help > ae out? 

and that we were willing now to help 


him out of the mud-hole. He replied, 


that provided he had got into a mud- 
hole, through carelessness, he would 
rather wait and get out himself than 
have others to help him, and so he 
would wait until he should get intd the 
woods by himself and there he would 
pray. Accordingly he deferred pray- 
‘ing until next morning, when be 
retired into the woods, where, accord- 
‘ing to his own account afterwards, he 
made several attempts to pray but 
could scarcely do so, feeling that he 
had not done his duty, but that he 
‘should have prayed in the presence of 
others. He began to feel uneasy, and 
continued to feel worse both in mind 
and body, until upon reaching bis own 
house, his appearance was such as to 
alarm his wife very much. He re- 

uested her to go and bring me to him. 
1 went and found him suffering very 
much in his mind, and his body acted 
upon in a very strange manner. His 
visage and limbs were distorted and 
twisted in every shape and appearance 
possible to imagine, and finally, he 
was caught up off the floor of the 
apartment and tossed about most fear- 
fully. His situation was soon made 
known to his neighbors and relatives, 
and in a short time eight or nine grown 
persons had got together to witness 
the scene. After he had thus suffered 


for a time, I succeeded in getting hold

The scene was now entirely 
changed, for as soon as the devil had 
from our friend, his eounte- 
nance became natural, his distortions | 
of body . and almost imme- 
diately the Spirit of the Lord descended | 
upon him, and the visions of eternity 
were opened to his view. He after- 
wards related his experience, as fol- 
lows : — ‘‘ I now began to feel a most 
pleasing sensation resting upon me, 
and immediateiy the visions of heaven 
were opened to my view. I felt my- 
self attracted upward, and remained 
for some time enwrapt in contempla- 
tion, insomuch that I know not what 
was going on in theroom. By and by 
I felt some weight pressing upon my

ENORMOUS INCREASE OF EXPENSES. 


In 1868, three years after the dots 


of the civil war, and when the South- 


ern States — as om as 
uiet as they are now perhaps 
better serves by the’ postal. depart- 


ment, thé expenses of that department 


were 322, 700,000. In the year 
1873 they had risen to 3629, 000, O000— 


an increase of $6,300,000, or 28 per 


cent., in five years. In 1868 the In- 
dian department cost $3,980,000. In 
1873 the cost. was $7,950,000—an in- 
crease of nearly $4,000,000, or 100 
per cent. The increase in the naval 
expenditure was 15 percent. In the 
Coast Survey, about 90 percent. In 


1868 it cost $373,250 for surveys of 


the public lands; 1872, $1,128,060— 
an increase of 225 per cent., with not 
much to show for it, but the survey of 
uninhabitable lands’ and peculations 
on the part of many of the surveyors. 
But the greatest apparent extravagance 
appears under the head of ‘‘ Judiciary” 


and Miscellaneous.“ In 1868 the 
Judiciary department, which includes 
also the new bureau known as the 
Department of Justice, cost $723,378. 
In 1873 its expenses were run up to 
$3,823,000. In the single State of 
Arkansas this department, in 1873, 

| wasted on the expenses of the mini- 
sterial officers of two United States 
Courts over $300,000, or nearly half 
as much as the cost of the whole judi- 
ciary of the country in 1868. The 
miscellaneous items, in 1868, used up 
$53,000,000, and in 1873 the appro- 
priations were $23,300,000 mere, or 
45 per cent. In the face of all this 
enormous increase in expenses, with 
nothing substantial to show for it in 
any department, there was no demand 
for reform till the Congress of 1873-4 
found itself suddenly confronted with 
the choice between a new loan or an 
increase of taxes, or a radical reductiun 


of expenditure.- Union.
